BOG considers bike regulations 


For more than 3,000 cyclists who regu¬ 
larly pedal to and from the campus, 
some tougher regulations including the 
impoundment of improperly parked 
bicycles is being considered by the 
Board of Governors. 

Proposed regulations governing the 
operation and parking of bicycles on 
campus were presented at the Sept. 16 
meeting of the Board of Governors. The 
regulations were sent back to committee. 

Vice-President Trevor Matthews said 
the regulations wer-e an attempt to make 
clear the status of bikes on campus. He 
said warning tickets have been issued to 
bikes improperly parked. 

Student BOG member Roy Kahle 
objected to a proposed regulation con¬ 
cerning the impoundment of bikes, argu¬ 
ing that existing bike racks on campus 


For the first time, 27 members of the 
Faculty of Education have volunteered 
to teach in elementary school class¬ 
rooms in Saanich for two afternoons so 
that sponsor teachers and UVic student 
interns can attend workshops organized 
by UVic at Fairburn Elementary 
School.

Claude Campbell, Superintendent of 
School District 63, said he is delighted 
that UVic faculty members are willing 
to go out into the schools and teach 
children in Grades 1 through 7. 


are insufficient for the number of 
cyclists coming to campus. “You won’t 
solve the problem by clipping locks and 
impounding bikes.” 

Matthews said UVic traffic and secur¬ 
ity officers were not running around 
clipping bike locks, but there was a con¬ 
cern about bikes blocking entrances, 
emergency fire routes and ramps for 
handicapped people. “Some blind stu¬ 
dents on campus have had accidents 
with bikes parked where they are not 
supposed to be.” 

Matthews did agree that the number 
of bicycle racks on campus was inade¬ 
quate. “Every year we add more racks 
and we still do not have enough of 
them,” he said. “It’s almost to the point 
where we will have to build covered 
structures for bikes.” 


Helen Bandy, co-ordinator of elemen¬ 
tary school experience in the Faculty of 
Education, said “the response by faculty 
members to our pleas for help has been 
excellent. Many of our faculty are happy 
to have this opportunity to get out into 
the classroom.” 

She said some faculty members will 
take students from their university 
classes to give them first-hand teaching 
experience. 

While 27 faculty members and fifth- 
year students who have a B.C. teaching 
certificate will be in the schools on the 
afternoons of Sept. 30 and Oct. 2, UVic 
faculty members who are supervising 
student interns will be involved in the 
workshops. This is the first set of work¬ 
shops conducted for interns and their 
sponsors in the Saanich school district. 
The Saanich elementary school intern¬ 
ship program was initiated in 1984. 


Grad enrolment 
picture brightens 

Graduate enrolment at UVic is actually 
up by 3.7 per cent for 1984-85 and not 
down 18 per cent as previously reported. 

There are 810 graduate students 
enrolled at UVic, 29 more than at the 
same time in 1984. 

Dr. Bruce Howe, Associate Dean of 
Graduate Studies, explained that an ear¬ 
lier attempt to compare last year’s fig¬ 
ures with this year’s was akin to 
“comparing apples and oranges” 
because of different methods used to 
count students. 

While the picture for graduate student 
enrolment has brightened, the under¬ 
graduate enrolment figures indicate a 
decrease of about three per cent from 
1984. First-year enrolment is down by 
13.9 per cent. 

Administrative registrar Gordon Smi¬ 
ley told the Senate at the September 
meeting that the first-year figures at 
Simon Fraser University and the Uni¬ 
versity of British Columbia were about 
the same as last year. 

President Dr. Howard Petch pointed 
out that UVic has the highest percen¬ 
tage of rural students in attendance and 
“when times are tough, we are going to 
suffer more of an effect than the other 
two universities. Our percentage of rural 
students is double that of UBC and three 
times that of SFU.” 

Petch said the high cost of living away 
from home for rural students, combined 
with the elimination of the grant portion 
of student aid, has had an impact on 
rural student participation, already 
much lower than the participation rate 
for students from the Victoria and Van¬ 
couver areas. 

Budget to get 
late approval 

Almost six months into the 1985-86 fis¬ 
cal year, UVic administrators still do 
not know exactly how much the univer¬ 
sity will receive from the province for 
this year. 

“There are still some uncertainties 
about special funds to be allocated but 
we are at a point where we really can’t 
wait any longer,” Petch said at the Sept. 
16 meeting of the Board of Governors 
(BOG). 

“We expect to recommend an operat¬ 
ing budget at the Oct. 21 meeting of the 
Board,” he said. 

Petch said that the university cannot 
continue to function with a tentative 
budget, with such things as equipment 
purchases being delayed. 

“We need to release dollars for these 
purposes,” he explained. 

Petch said that while the operating 
grant to UVic has been cut by five per 
cent for the second straight year, he is 
“cautiously optimistic” that the worst is 
over for B.C. universities. 

“It’s just an impression and I have 
nothing specific to go on, but I do believe 
that after two years of cuts there is less 
likely to be another cut in 1986-87. In fact 
we may even get a modest increase next 
year.” .

George Kidd, a retired career di¬ 
plomat, has been elected chair¬ 
man, by acclamation, of the UVic 
Board of Governors (BOG). 

Kidd was elected to a one-year 
term by his fellow BOG members 
at the Sept. 16 meeting. He re¬ 
places Victoria lawyer Ian Stew¬ 
art as chairman. 

One of Kidd’s first duties as 
BOG chairman is to select a vice; 
chairman and committee chair¬ 
men, for ratification by the BOG 
at the Oct. 21 meeting. 

Kidd was first appointed to the 
BOG in June of 1981 by the prov¬ 
incial government. 

He received his early education 
in Victoria and attended Victoria 
College, UVic’s predecessor, be¬ 
fore receiving his B. A. degree from 
the University of British Colum¬ 
bia. He received an M.A. degree in 
economics from the University of 
Illinois. 

After serving in the Second 
World War, Kidd joined the De¬ 
partment of External Affairs and 
served in the diplomatic service 
until 1978 when he retired to Vic¬ 
toria. 

Among senior appointments he 
held in the Canadian Foreign 
Service were several ambassador¬ 
ial posts including Ambassador to 
Cuba and Haiti. He was also vice- 
president of the Canadian Inter¬ 
national Development Agency 
(CIDA). His last assignment, from 
1974 to 1977, was as Canadian 
High Commissioner to Nigeria 
and Sierra Leone. 

In Victoria he has served on the 
executive of the UVic Alumni 
Association and as president of 
the Vancouver Island Branch of 
the Royal Commonwealth Socie¬ 
ty.

Antoniou chosen editor 
of prestigious journal 



Antoniou 
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Dr. Andreas Antoniou, chairman of the 
Department of Electrical Engineering, 
was recently appointed Editor-In-Chief of 
IEEE Transactions on Circuits and Sys¬ 
tems. 

The IEEE Transaction on Circuits and 
Systems is one of forty-one Transactions 
published by the Institute of Electrical 
and Electronics Engineers in New York 
and is the prime journal of the Circuits 
and Systems Society of IEEE. It ranks in 
the top six Transactions of IEEE both by 
circulation and prestige and is recognized 
as the most prestigious journal in the 
domain of Circuits and Systems on an 
international scale. 

It is a monthly journal with an interna¬ 
tional circulation averaging 11,000 copies. 

Antoniou said he intends to introduce 
many innovations to the journal to make 
it more useful to practising engineers and 
industry in general. He is considering 
including the publication of patent and 
software abstracts in the journal. In 
addition, he is currently planning several 
special issues of the journal in such high 
technology areas as image processing 
and applications, adaptive digital filters, 
and robotic systems. 

Antoniou was appointed founding 
chairman of the Department of Electrical 
Engineering on July 1, 1983. Prior to his 
appointment at UVic, he served for about 
six years as chairman, Department of 
Electrical Engineering, Concordia Uni¬ 
versity, Montreal. He has published 
extensively in many journals, including 
the IEEE Transactions on Circuits and 
Systems and is known internationally for 
his work on gyrator circuits, including the 
Antoniou gyrator circuit, and on digital 
filters. His book entitled “Digital Filters: 
Analysis and Design” published by 
McGraw-Hill Book Company has sold 
approximately 13,000 copies since its 
publication in 1979.

UVic to match scholarship donors 


The Board of Governors (BOG) has 
accepted a recommendation from Dr. 
Howard Petch that the university match 
donations to funds set up to honor ex¬ 
faculty or staff members. 

It has become a custom at UVic to 
honor retiring or deceased faculty 
members through the establishment of 
scholarships or bursaries in their 
names. Petch explained to the BOG at 
the July meeting that the new policy 
would demonstrate that the university 
also appreciates the contributions of 
those honored and provide an additional 
incentive for individual giving. 


The BOG also accepted Petch’s recom¬ 
mendation that the policy be made retro¬ 
active after he explained that tuition 
fees have risen so much in the past five 
years that some of the older scholar¬ 
ships have lost a great deal in “real” 
value to the university. 

The required funds will be provided 
from non-recurring funds originally set 
aside for scholarships to be matched by 
funds from the Vancouver Foundation. 
However, the Vancouver Foundation 
elected to match a lesser amount than 
the BOG had set aside for this program.

IDRC 

funds UVic-ECNU 
research 
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The International Development 
Research Centre (IDRC) in Ottawa has 
approved grants of $194,700 to UVic to 
carry out phase two of joint research pro¬ 
jects with East China Normal Univer¬ 
sity in Shanghai. 

The two-year grant follows initial 
IDRC grants totalling $160,000 during 
the first two years (1983 to 1985) of the 
UVic-ECNU collaboration. 

For the period from 1985 to 1987, there 
are eight projects involving nine people 
from UVic. 

According to Dr. Ted Owen of the 
Faculty of Education and overall UVic 
co-ordinator, the first phase of the col¬ 
laboration which involved seven 
research projects has been beneficial for 
both sides. 

"The purpose of the project is to 
improve the research techniques at 
ECNU,” he explained. "It has taken 
time to establish the bonds, to build con¬ 
fidence in each other and to familiarize 
each other with the level of research.” 

"We’ve made good steady progress 
despite some problems, mainly of a 
bureaucratic nature, and we were not 
always in the right when difficulties 
arose.” 

Owen said the project is assisting 
UVic in "assessing our own research 
techniques and challenging us to fit our 
techniques into their research level.” 

The projects have included three 
groups of Chinese scholars coming to 
UVic for intensive study and three 
groups from UVic gbing to China to 
carry out research projects. Two Chinese 
* students have attended "UVic on mas¬ 
ter’s programs in educaiton and have 
graduated. Two more students will be 
enrolled at UVic. 

Owen said more than 150 seminars 
and papers have resulted from the pro¬ 
ject with everyone from UVic giving 
seminars and public addresses in China. 

He said because research projects are 
scattered across departments at ECNU, 
the collaboration has forced ECNU to 
face the problem of a lack of communica¬ 
tion between departments. 

"There is much less communication 
between departments at ECNU than at 
UVic,” he said. 

Owen said the project is also attempt¬ 
ing to make more effective use of the 
resources at ECNU. "The pattern now at 
ECNU is for students to rely heavily on 
their instructors, and access to the 
library is not easy for students. Part of 
this program is to provide books and 
periodicals to be used widely at ECNU.” 

ECNU is a key institution in China for 
the training of teachers, one of two such 
institutions in the entire country. 

"The influence of ECNU is enor¬ 
mous,” said Owen. "ECNU produced 
150 tapes for foreign language instruc¬ 
tion and 300 other universities have 
copies of these tapes. There are 700,000 
copies of an activities book developed at 
ECNU and distributed in China.” 

Owen is the UVic representative on an 
active learning research program aimed 
at reforming traditional lecturing and 
rote learning methods which permeate 
all levels of education in China. 

Teachers and teacher trainees in 
China will engage in new active learn¬ 
ing techniques in the teaching of Eng¬ 
lish at a middle school in Shanghai in 
1985-86 as part of this research project. 

Drs. Norma Mickelson and Terry 
Johnson of the Faculty of Education are 
involved in a project to reform the 
methods and materials used in teaching 
English as a foreign language in China. 


As in most projects, the Chinese are the 
prime participants and the UVic profes¬ 
sors act as consultants. 

Dr. Wes Shera of the School of Social 
Work joined the research project during 
phase one and will be involved in pro¬ 
gram evaluation. He will also conduct 
research on educational evaluation in 
China. 

Dr. Larry Devlin, Acting Director of 
Extension, is involved in a research pro¬ 
ject aimed at making distance education 
programs provided by ECNU more effi¬ 
cient and more available. 

Dr. Arthur Kratzmann of the Faculty 
of Education is the UVic representative 
on a school administration project 
which involves a comparison of the role 
of the elementary school principal in 
western Canada and eastern China and 
a similar analysis of Canadian and Chi¬ 
nese two-year post-secondary colleges 
and institutions. 

Dr. Brian Harvey of the Faculty of ^ 
Education is involved in a project 
involving comparative research into the 
characteristics of learning of children in 
Canada and China. 

Dr. Richard Williams of the Faculty of 
Education and Don Stenton, senior 
laboratory instructor in the Physics 
Department, are involved in a computer- 
aided instruction project which includes 
the completion of an experimental com¬ 
puter learning station at ECNU and the 
establishment of an experimental 
Telidon system in China. 

A new project for phase two is career 
education which will involve Dr. Honore 
France of the Faculty of Education. This 
project includes a comparison of 
methods used in Canadian and Chinese 
education to prepare students for the 
world of work and an analysis of prob¬ 
lems facing students in this process, 
with a view to effecting reforms in 
China. 


Grad director dies 

Funeral services for Latif Gho- 
brial, director of graduate regis¬ 
tration and records, were held 
Sept. 18 from Royal Oak Baptist 
Church in Victoria. 

Ghobrial died Sept. 16 in Vic¬ 
toria after a lengthy illness. 

He joined the staff of UVic as 
Associate Registrar in 1973. Along 
with his duties as director of grad¬ 
uate registration and records, 
Ghobrial worked for several years 
as a part-time lecturer in the De¬ 
partment of Economics. 

Prior to coming to UVic, Gho¬ 
brial worked at McGill University 
and at the American University at 
Cairo, Egypt where he was an 
instructor in business administra¬ 
tion. 

He received his BA from Mon¬ 
mouth College in Illinois and his 
MBA from the University of 
Pennsylvania. 

Surviving are his wife Amal and 
a daughter Heba and a son Mag- 
dy, all of Victoria.

The Senate approved revised terms of reference 
for the Senate Committee on the Library, which 
would give the Committee, according to mater¬ 
ials submitted to the Senate, a more significant 
role. 


The Bachelor of Music graduating recital featur¬ 
ing pianist Maria Giesbrecht has been post¬ 
poned. Originally scheduled for Oct. 23, the 
performance is now planned for February, 1986. 

A new book by Prof. Patrick Grant of the English 
Department has been published this month by 
the University of Georgia Press. Literature and 
the Discovery of Method in the English Renais¬ 
sance is an analysis of the rise of the scientific 
method in England during the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries, and its influence on 
literature’s changing position in relation to the 
natural world and to the world of metaphysical 
and theological truths. In critical readings of 
major works by Thomas More, John Donne, Ben 
Johnson, Thomas Browne and William Law, 
Grant shows each engaged in the conflict 
between materialism and depersonalized spirit¬ 
uality, simultaneously providing fresh insight 
into the work of each. Grant is the author of 
several books, among them The Transformation 
of Sin: Studies in Donne, Herbert, Vaughan and 
Traherne, Six Modern Authors and Problems of 
Belief, and Literature of Mysticism in Western 
Literature. 

Prof. Rudolf Komorous, head of composition at 
UVic’s School of Music is featured in a special 
CBC Stereo Two New Hours radio broadcast 
Sept. 29 at 5:30 p.m. The program is a live-to-air 
broadcast of a concert featuring the works of 
Komorous and John Rea of McGill University in 
the Vancouver East Cultural Centre. The even¬ 
ing’s performance will include the world pre¬ 
miere of Komorous’ Li’ Ch’lng Chao Madrigals 
for eight voices. Komorous, born in Prague, 
spent two years in China teaching at the Univer¬ 
sity of Peking and his interest in Asian culture 
has manifested itself in his later music. The 
concert is co-sponsored by the CBC and the 
Vancouver New Music Society. 

Final year students and graduates are urged to 
visit the Employment Centre in University 
Centre on a regular basis to ensure that they are 
aware of all career recruitment on campus. 
Corporate employers recruit once a year on 
campus and each year more of them are doing 
so in the fall.
